Ottawa.—Standard samples _ set 
each year by the chief grain inspec- 
tor are frequently higher than the 
minimum set by the Grain Act, and 
on that account cargoes are graded 
lower than they should be, This was 
the contention of John Gillespie, déal- 
ers’ representative. on the grain 
standards board, whose evidence was 
continued before the agricultural and 
‘colonization committee of the house 
of commons.
